GROUND BREAKING FOR NEW ADDITION 


Les Sonneson, chairman of the Building Addition Committee, spoke to an excited group of shovel- 
holding members and friends on June 1, 2001 when ground was broken for the beginning of our new 
Museum addition. He spoke of the education and reference capabilities that would be part of the new 
addition. 

“This action would not have been possible without the major gifts bestowed upon us by people that 
felt a strong need to preserve our heritage,” Les stated “We would like to offer the respect and apprecia- 
tion of the Historical Society to the following people, surviving families, and organizations: Fred and 
Polly Davis, Barbara Heriford, Alice Hutchinson, Camas-Washougal Business and Professional 
Women’s Club, Lizetta Schwartz, SWIFT Foundation, Long Drug Store Foundation, and Christine 
Kropp. George Schmid and Sons, Co. will be letting us use equipment for digging the foundation 
and basement which will be operated by present and past employees of the George Schmid Co. as their 
donation.” 

He went on to thank all of the regular supporters of the Historical Society and the Museum. 
“Without your regular support, we would have been tempted to use funds for general operating costs 
instead of reserving them for improvements.” 

Les concluded his talk: “The project that we embark upon today will more than double the usable 

space in your Museum. Your building committee selected Harder Architecture to design this addition, 
The project co-leaders are Terry Harder and Eric Lanciault. The General Contractor on the Job is Foes & 
Sullivan. Many of the sub-contractors are people that have been providing services to us in the past.” 

Sonneson concluded the ceremony by inviting all the “diggers” to come into the museum to look at 

the building plans and enjoy refreshments furnished by the Museum Board Members. 
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
